This is what you are hearing now-a-days. This is what 

many leaders of industry are thinking. But it won't be as 
easy as that. To fight our way up the Italian boot and thru 
the Brenner Pass will not be a blitzkrieg. The possibilities 
are that the Red Army will arrive in Berlin before the 
British-American forces. Then to Japan. The far eastern 
theatre may be s tougher engagement than the cracking of 
Hitler's European Fortress. It will surely be no picnic. 
: l-eve found that the optimism which is permeating 
the minds of our industrialists began ta strike home last 
week when mass dismissals took place in several of the war 
production concerns in the metropolitan area. Hundreds of 
Negro workers are beginning to tramp the streets again look- 
ing for employment. We are not in a position at this time 
to state whether the Negro workers are the first to be 
let go or not. We are tor go very carefully —But we do 
wish to emphatically wart industry that the most danger- 
Sus step it could take would be to revert to its former 
policy of firing the Negro first. 

We were-not included in this war picture as workers 
until the war had gotten well under way. In fact. it was 
not until the possibility of defeat began to draw closer that 
Negro workers were included in all categories at all plants. 
We further wish to point out that even thru the bloodiest 
and most pessimistic days of the war there were still

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some sons of fascist employers and trade unionists who 
refused to give the black worker his rightful opportunity. 
This means that many Negro workers have just begun to 
taste some of America’s war time artificial prosperity. !f 
these workers are let go now. so soon after they have just 
been employed, the morale af the Negro people will sink 
another notch. 
most important problem facing industry and labor 

today is to take steps NOW to break America’s unwrit- 
ten ‘law—''The Negro is the last to be hired and the first 
to be fired.” Im each and every factory tecms should be 
worked out now for percentage dismissals so that a fair and 
just procedure may be adopted. The question of uriite seni- 
ority must be carefully reconsidered. There can be no séni- 
ority in @ situation which has steadfastly barred Negroes 
until recent months from certain types of employment. In 
fact, if one thinks of seniority, the Negro presents a case 
record of 324 years of unbroken servitude. 

Don't get too optimistic. Surely we are going to win. 
Not in a twinkling of an eye nor with the snap of our 
fingers. There are plenty more days ahead of costly blood- 
letting and all out production. But as the Negro soldier will 
see this war thru to a close, so should the Negro worker be 
given this same opportunity.

There is little profit in weeping over past opportunities 
which have been missed. But certainly it is time to draw 
some lessons from these mistakes, so that our country will 
not forever lag behind the march of history.

Why Is There No Second Freat? 

Why are we not stmking the Nazas from the West? 

Prime Minister Winston Churchill. in bis report to Par- 
lament in the past week, declared that 80 smount of 
amor for the second front would bring 3 munute 
wooner than he had planned t. Perhaps we cannot move 
Nir. Churchill. He is indeed a stubborn man, with a con- 
dence in himself that survives many obvious mustakes. 

Our own General Eisenhower was unable to shake bum, 
«hen in 1942 General “Ike” pleaded for the operung of the 
cond front through France as the main action, with 
Africa as a secondary diverwon. Our own General Mar- 
hall, American chief-of-staff, was unable to shake him in 
Quebec with the strongest military arguments for the um- 
mcdiate opening of the second front. 

And for more than a vear it has been an open secret 
that Marshal Stalin failed to win Mr. Churchill to operate 
the basic strategy of the second front, the strategy of 
coalition warfare. 

It the combined force of — of American and 
Soviet military experts—with whech most British military 
experts agree—cannot move Mr. Churchill unto sctuon, 
then st is mot probable that he will listen to our less 
rwthoritative vorces. 

There is one argument, however, that pierces even Mr. 
Churchill's sublime self-confidence and may force hum to 
rcon-ider his decision to postpone the second front until 
1944 Tiat argument us the steady advance of the Red 
Arm: on the Eastern Front, che prospect that it opens up 
a drive Soviet victory in which Anglo-American arms 
ws] have won no major share.

What Is Coalition Warlare? 


The full concept of coalition war requires that the three 
principe] allied powers, the United States, Great Britain 
end the Seviet Union, shal] simeltancously attack the 
commen enemy's wain forces from East and West, in 
order thet, the enemy cannot concentrate his fell ferce in 
either direction, and in order that the fall force of the 
esalitiee ehall be exerted against thet enemy te deliver 
the heaviest possible blows, te break his beck and his 
spirit, te defeat and annihiléte him. 

Ic as still within chat oa of coalition warfare to 
argue that the Anglo-American forces should withhold the 
invasion of France until it would coincide with a counter- 
offensive of the Soviet armies. Therefore, since the coali- 
tom was only Ginally consummated in June, 1942, che in- 
vamen of France was definitely demanded only im Novem 
ber, when the Red Army launched its second grest cous- 
ter-ofensive that culminated in the mighty victory of 
Stalingrad. 


Since November, 1942, there has bees a glaring failure 
of responsibility to the coalition on the part of Britain and 
America; we engaged in peripheral warfare, of secondary 
importance, in Africa, later in Sicily and now ia Icaly, bes 
we did not engage the main forces of the encmy and have 
oot $0. 

It is true, of course, chat both Britain ead the United 
States helped the Soviet Union materially by seading 3 
growing end substantia! fow of wespons and war msteri- 
els. But thst is no more then we did for Britain before 
the Vaited Staces was at war, when we operated under our 
Neutrality Law. Surely we dy pot insult ourselves by call- 
ing such aid the limit of our ability es 0 muibtary ell) wo 
@ war we have accepted as our own!

Detroit Negroes Square Account With Jeffries 


The NEGRO AND THE GIO in Detroit gave American fas- 
cism one of its worst defeats last week. In the primary 
mayoralty race the ClO and Negro sponsored candidate 
John Francis James FitzGerald whipped spineless Mayor Ed- 
ward Jeffries. In the language of Time magazine “it was to- 
tally unexpected."’ This proves what | have been shouting 
from the housetop lo these many years: The poliitical 
unity of labor and the Negro can shape this country's lead- 
ership from the smallest village on up te the presidency 
of the United States. 

Mayor jeffries got just what what was coming to him. 
He wasn't always such a bad guy but when the hour of 
crisis came he played with the wrong crowd — the un- 
American crowd. His treatment of the Detroit race riot 
will go down as one of the Blackest offences in contem- 
porary American history. He allowed his police force to 
be packed with the worst kind of southerners. He sided with 
them and their brutal massacre of Negro citizens. He ap- 
pointed the phoniest committee of all times to investigate 
the riot. He commanded that one hand should wash the 
other. He has more than outlived his usefulness. 

Labor apd the ro sure did a good job on him. Some 
of the ballot boxes counts of 137 to 0; 115-3 
and 141-5. 

FitzGerald, the former Comissioner of the Circuit Court 
has beat Jeffries in the primaries and must now stand in 
the final election. It is going to be a tough fight between 
now and November. The un-American powers-that-be in 
Detroit are going to do everything they can legally or il- 
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- that the majority of

legally to see that jeffries is kept in office. If the election 
is an honest one, we are-confident that FitzGerald will 
win. it is pretty hard to have an honest election in a town 
dominated with a Police Force, Police Commissioner, Pub- 
lic Prosecutor and Mayor of the stripe they have in De- 
troit. Here is hoping that if they try to be dishonest the 
CIO and the ve will make them honest. 

Once again, | must warn that Detroit is a frontier town. 
There the irresistible force of the New Negro and the New 
White Man has come face to face with the immovable ob- 
ject of un-Americanism. Detroit is a frontier town: 
the first frontier of the commen man and the last frontier 
of American fascism. Whenever the common man wins in 
Detroit the progress of democracy. picks up. 

The example shown by labor and the Negro in the in- 
pustrial capital of America should be slavishly followed 
in every other section of our land. This is the chance for 
working class people and minorities to break from the rut 
of partisan politics and to vote as a bloc for the individuals 


who Bg ae. a full democracy for all people.
